INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant h^. after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
mtem^onal app^ation. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims 
descnption and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usu^y 
no need to file amendmertts of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be publnhed 
tor mo purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulication 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional protection is available in some States only. 

What parte of the Intomationat application may be amended?

How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of 

one or more of the claims as filed.

It must, in 
particular, incficate. in connection with each claim appearing in the intemational application Ot being understood 
that identical indications concerning several claims may be grouped),whether

Cn*) the claim is cancelled; 

(iii) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the claim is the result of the division of a claim as filed.

"Statement under article 19(1)" (Rule 46.4) 

The amendments may t» accompanied by a statement explaining the amendments and indicating any impact 
that such amendments might have on the description and the drawirvgs (which carmol t>e amended under 
Artide 19(1)). 

The statement will k» published with the international appfication and the amended daims. 
It must be In the language in which the IntamaUonal apppHcalion la to be published. 

It must be Ixief. not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences twtween the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must l>e idertf ified as such by a heading, 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 1 9(1 )." 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the intemational search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given daim, contained in the intemational search 
report may he made only in connection with an amendment off that claim. 



Consequence Iff a demand lor International preliminary examination has abvady been filed 

If. at the time of filing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for intemational preliminary examination 
has already k>een submitted, the applicant must preferat>ly. at the same time of filing the amendments with tfie 
International Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the Intemational Preliminary Examining 
Authority (see Rule 62.2(a), first sentence). 



Consequence wKh regard to translation of the intemational application for entry into the national phase 

The applicant*s attention is drawn to the fact that, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
daims as amended under Aitide 19 may have to be ffumished to the designated/Mected Offices, instead of or 
m addition to, the translation off the daims as filed.
